Newsvusrrort, Mass., Oct. 12.—The Conven- 
tion in the Essex District to-day, even it it had 
not had Butler's speech to help it out. would 
have been such a glorious illustration and ex- 

ample of Butlerism as Maseachusetis never wit- 
nessed before. 
tended not to be present at the Convention, but 
the strength which he had developed changed 
his/purpose, and it was early known that when 
he was nominated he would not be far off. 
Judge Carter, of Bradford, whose name had been 
mentioned in connection with the nomination 
as an anti-Butler man, struck the key of the day 
when, in his speech on taking the chair, he in- 
veighed against the heinous sin of bolting. They 
had come up here under the caucus and the con- 
vention system, and men)who boited were either 
lacking in good sense or bursting with self-con- 
eeit. The great object was harmony, and tho 
reasons for boltiog should be cogent enough to 
justify s revoit against a Governnfent.

A committee on credentials was then 
chosen, with the Postmaster of Marblehead 
as Chairman.

There is a constant opposition to me, which is 
wonderful, because of the misrepresentations made in 
regard to we in every possible form in which scandal 
could be devised. Toward the eminent gentlemen 
whose names have been prominentiy mentioned as 
candidates for this place with which you 
have honored me, I can have no unkind 
word nor, if I know my heart, do 1 
have any unkind feelings toward any 
geutleman who has supported them. Iam too old, my 
friends, to allow political position to change personal 
regard, or to render mo unjust to thoee who are op- 
poeed to my views.

In the future. as in the past, I must ask leave to be 
guided in my acts as your Representative by my views 
of pubiic duty, looking over the whole country ; end 
while I shall look first and primarily, as I always have, 
to the material interests of my constituency, I must be 
allowed to look next, and corelatively, to the safety, 
honor, dignity, and glory of my country. (Appiause. | 
| havea different idee, my friends, of the duty ofa 
Representative in Congress from many of 
my colleagues. I don’t think that a 
member of Congress has done his duty 
when he simply makes a speech or two upon 
some great national question. I look upon the Rep- 
resentative to Congress, asthe word implies, a man 
sent to Washington to do the business of the constitu- 
ency between them and the Genera! Government in 
whatever department of the Government tbeir inter- 
ests may he (applause.), and I wish to say to you, 
here and now, especially to those wao don’t know me 
eo well, and have therefore opposed me 
[laughter and applause), that whenever you 
have any business in Congress or in any de- 
partment of the Government which requires to 
be looked after employ, neither lawyer nor attorney, 


but rend to your Representative, who is bound to do 


your will and see after your interests without fee, or 
hope, or reward [applause], and I shail do that, al- 
though it may be termed Buttlerism. [Applause.]

Mr. Comiskey was in favor of deciding first 
about the County Convention, as a caucus te 
nominate a ticket was talked of. 

NO CAUCUS. 

Mr. Kehoe was opposed toa caucus, and 
believed the Aldermanic matter could be settled 
independently of the Convention. He favored 
haviug two boxes at the primarv elections. 

Mr. Rafferty also opposed votiug separately 
for the Aldermen. Those only who received the 
nomination should be recognized. The last Con- 
vention was a failure, aud he was inclined to 
concur in the appoipiment of five respousible 
and respectable men from each ward to 
anggest nominees to the County Conven- 
tion. Such a course might create cissat- 
isfaction, but it would exist under all 
circumstances, and that plan should be adopted 
which would produce the least growing. Tie 
choice was between a convention with such dele- 
gates, ora cancus. Fewmen were disposed to 
support such nominations as had been made, 
aad he believed in postponing the Convention, 
if one was to be held. until after the Republican 
Conveution bad made its nomiuations. 

Mr. Hesiug said the whole primary system 
was wrong and frandulent, being conducted in 
the interests of certain candidates and controlled 
by Republican money. 

Mr. Ackhoff agreed with him. The Eleventh 
Ward wos carried by Republican money the last 
time, and he did not believe the voters of the 
Opposition would have a fair show at the polis 
unlees they went with a revolver in ons hand and 
a baltot im the other. He knew there was a ring 
working inthe employ of the Republicans to 
control the Opposition primaries. The remedy 
for the present ovils of the system was to have 
the noll-lists and challenge the votes of the re- 
peaters. 

Mr. Raffert? thought the polls in every pre- 
cinct should be open at the primary elections 
from 1 until 7 v. m.

Mr. Yoo Hollen moved that the County Con- 
vention be held as vatled,—on the 15th iust.— 
and that the primacies be held on the 14th inst. 
Tbe primaries wer: a fraud, bat they could not 
help that, as no improvement had ever been 
suggested. If bad men were nominated, they 
would undoubtedly be disposed of as were the

Mr. N¢gkboff remarked that he would rath- 
er vote for an honest Republican than fora 
scallawag from Bridgeport or the Rolling-Mille. 
Party would not govern this fall—the people 
cared more for men, and would support only 
those who were responsible, honest, and cap- 
able. 

Mr. Hesing did not believe it boast to postpone 
the Convention, as it was too late, If the Com- 
mittee of Five already chosen would do their du- 
ty at the primary eloctions, the roughs would 
not override the people.

After the recess, the Hon. Samuel B. Ruggles, 
of New York, in speaking of the resolution, said 
he was opposed io the Church with which he was 
connected as a layman yielding one jot of her 
independenee, and he would go to the last ex- 


tremity topreventanyalteraiion. But, at che same 
time, oe thought the Church Congress at Lan- 
beth would not conilict or interfere with the in- 
terests of the American Church, and be was 
therefore in favor of tas invitation being ac- 
cepted. He was vot afraid of their coming to- 
gecher and having a iriendiy talk and an inter- 
communion of thougat; but, as to any other 
measures they should contemplate with regard 
to changes in the relations between the Churenes, 
he was now, and ever would be, strongly op- 
posed.

Tbe Rev. Dr. Paret, of Central Pennsylvania, 
offered an amendment to Dr. Schenck’s motion, 
suggesting that the House of Deputies, having 
received from the Bishop of Litehtield an inti- 
mation that an invitation to attend the Church 
Congress at Lambeth would be extended, the 
whole matter be aliowed to lay over to await 
definite information from the House of Bishops 
upon the subject. 

‘ihe Key. Dr. Leeds thongbt that the American 
Church, being vational, should endeavor to pre- 
serve its nationality. 

A motion was made by the delegation from 
Now Jersey to lay the entire subject on the ta- 
ble, which involved the calling of the roil. 

The motion was lost by a vote of 75 to 2, one 
vote being divided. In the clerical vote there 
were 40 nays to 1 yea, and in the lay vote. 35 nays 
to 1 yea, the vote from Tennessee being di- 
vided. 

The question on the adoption of the amend- 
ment oifered by the Rev. Dr. Paret vas put to 
the body, and the discussion was opened anew. 

Dr. Adams, of Louisiana, proposed an amend- 
ment to be substituted for the previous amend- 
ment, and while reading it was frequently inter- 
rupted by laughter, caused by his emphatic and 
uncouth delivery. The amendment was as fol- 
lows : 

Resolved, That we hercby desire the reassembling of 
the Lambeth Conference, and we hope that all Bishops 
personally may attend according tothe best of their 
judgment, and when nttering this expression of qpin- 
1on, we hereby most solemnly and emphatically de- 
clare that the Church in these United States is not in 
any sense a membep or branch of the Anglican com- 
munion, but only a sister Church preaching the faith, 
and our faitu and belief, as it will in the fui ure be the 
Church of the whole people of this great land; and we 
reqnest the Bisnops of our Church who attend the 
second Lambeth Conference, to take a stand most dis- 
tinetly upon this ground, 

This was seconded, when the Rev. Benjamin 
Rogera, of Texas, offered the following as a sub- 
stitute for the whole matter: 

Lesoived, That all exchanges ot friendly gieeting, 
end ail evidences of communion of spirit in the bonds 
of peace between the Church of England and Church 
of America, are especially welcome to this body. 

fiesoived, That the foregoing resolution be com- 
municated to the House of Bishops. 

The question being put on the substitution, a 
division wes called, which resulted in the sub- 
stitution being carried by a vote of 108 yeas, 96 
nays.

The Baltimore & Ohio Troubles. 


THE ROORFORD, ROCK ISLAND & ST. 
LOUIS RAILROAD. 

A motion was mado vesterday morning before 

Judges Diummond and Blodgett to set aside an 
order made about six weeks ago dismissing the 
biliof the New York Trust Companr ve. The 
Rockford, Rock Island & St. Louis Railroad 
Company. Last spring the bill was filed to fore- 
close a mortgage for $9,000,909 on the property 
of the railroad. A demurrer was filed on the 
ground that the six months’ limitatiou preserib- 
ed by the terms of the mortgage as a condition 
precedent had not elapsed since default had 
been made in the payment of interest. Judge 
Biodgett upheld the demurrer, and, no leave hav- 
ing been asked to amend, dismissed the bill. 
Five davs after, on notice given, Judge Trum- 
bull, who appeared for the complainant, 
asked leave to have the case reinstated, to amend, 
and to fle a supplemental biil. The Judge granted 
the leave to reiustate and amend as a matter of 
course, holding that the cormniainant had a right 
during the term to elect whether he would con- 
tinue his suit. Permission was also given to file 
a supplemental bill, which was done. 
During these tive days, Mr. Nickarson, a bond- 
holder, filed a bill in Henry County to foreclose 
this same mortgage, at the same time asking for 
a Recelver. ‘ihe motion was beard fora te- 
cel ver, and R. R. Cable, the President, aud 
Judge Lyon, were appointed, who immediately 
took possession of the road. 

As a00f as this Case was reinstated, objections 
were filed to this order, the defendauta alleging 
that proper notice had not been given; that taey 
were out of court, the case having been dis- 
missed absolutely; that proceedings had been 
begun in the State Court, anda Receiver ap- 
pointed there, thereby giving the State Court 
jurisdiction ; and also that no supplemental! bill 
should be tiled unless a written copy of the 
amendments was given the other party first. 

Last Thursday was set for the argument on 
this case, but, the Judges being engaged in the 
tubular-lantern suit, it was postponed. Yester-

THE BALTIMORE & OBTO. 

The Michigan Central Railroad Company is 
still fighting the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad in 
regard to its crossing its track at Lake Station 
As stated in vesterday’s Trreune, the former 
road applied to Judge Drummond, of the United 
States District Court, for an injanction. A tem- 
porary writ was granted by the Judge, and the 
case will be heard Wednesday. Although the 
Baltimore & Oh:o people have no idea of violat- 
ing the.law, nor do they intend to lay the track 
unless a decision is given in their favor 
by the Court, still the managers of 
the Michigan Ceniral have taken er- 
traordivary precautions to prevent the 
former road from laving a coup d'etat on them. 
The Michigan Central has placed two e. netrac- 
tion trains in the neighbor! hod of the Balumor 
& Ohio crossing, and has gathered a lar ve — 
to prevent the Company from putting down its 
track. An engine is kept standing on the right 
of way. and precedes or follows every train 
passing by. It is also stated that Mr. Joy has 
given orders to wreck his train rather than let 
the Baltimore & Onio croes. 

This latter road has thus far refrained from 
taking violent measures, und is wailing for a de- 
cision from Judge Drummond  to-mor- 
row. The case will be argued on the part 
of the Michigan Central by Messrs. Walker 
Dexter & Smith, and on the part of the Balti- 
more & Ohio by Judge Cowan, of Baltimore, 
and Judge Autbony, of Valparaiso, and probably 
one or two prominent lawyers from this city. 
Should the decision of the Judge be m favor of 
the Baltimore & Ohio, that road would call upon 
the Sheriff of the county to drive away the force 
placed at the crossing by ‘he Michigan Central. 

It is claimed by the manageys of the Michigan 
Central that this fight is not made because they 
are afraid of more competition, but they had de- 
termined to allow vo more new roads to cross 
their tracks at grade, on account of the danger 
and delav. They contend that at che crossing of 
their road by the Baltimore & Ohio the last 
named company ought to build a viaduct to 
avoid the danger of grade crossing. The man- 
agers of the Baltimore & Ohio, on the other 
hand, reply that the country where the crossing 
is made is perfectly level, and less dangerous 
than any other of their crossings, and yet this 
was the only road that made any objection. To 
build such a viaduct wonld cost $100,000, and 
moreover, if they build one, then all other roads 
crossed by the Baltimore & Ohio could demand 
the same thing.

The First Visitor Behind the American 
FAI oi Niagara. 
Fro t the Viagara F ilia Gazette. 

We have horetofore referred to explorations 
that have been made behind the American Fall, 
entering from behind Prospect Park. All de- 
scriptions represent the trip behind the great 
fall to be unrivaled for weirdness of scene 
and novelty of experience. Fascinating as is 
the cave under the Luna Island Fall, the unex- 
plored mysteries of the wild and tumultuous re- 
cesses behind the American Fail shadow the 
former interest in the wonders of the old cave. 
Since the organization of the Prospect Park 
Company it has been contemplaied fitting up 
approaches to this new cave, and building such 
mechanical helps as may be found practical to 
facilitate pleasure trips behind the sheet. Last 
season Conroy and Mumford made a thorough 
examination of the entrance, extending their 
trip around the first bend in the precipice. The 
floor was found perfectly smooth, with a sheet 
of comparatively still water some 3 feet deep 
over laying it. 

Since this trip last season, the cave has not 
been entered until recently, when Conroy and 
Mumford volunteered to guide a stranger 
through the explored portions of the place. The 
stranger, Mr. George B. Johnson, of New Or- 
leans, thus has won the distinction of being the 
first vixitor to Niagara who has ever been be- 
hind the American Fall. The party pressed 
their investigation over 200 feet behind the 
slfeet, Conroy expresses his conviction that a 
passageway extends throngn to Goat Island.—a 
path which ean be threaded with safety, and 
which he intends at some future day to explore.

| Quite a warm debate occurred in the lower 
branch of the Episcopat Convention yesterday 
over a proposition to bind it to concur in any 
measure adopted by the House of Bishops for 
joining the Lambeth Conference. It was as- 


svowed purpose really contemplated an organic 
union of the English and American Churches 
under the primacy of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. The dispute became interesting 
and hot, and was finally disposed of by the 
adoption of à resolution deciaring that all ex- 
changes of friendly greeting and all evidences of 
communion of spirit ia the bonds of peace be- 
tween the Church of England aud the Church of 
America are especially welcome.” ‘This was or- 
dered to be communicated to the House of 
Bishops. It does not, it will be remarked, bind 
the Lower House to approve of any future ac- 
tion of the Bishops. 


Of the three professedly Republican news- 
papers published in Chicago, the Jnter-Ocean 
and the Journal have not yet heard of the 
Maber-Farwell suit, nor of the affidavits printed 
last Sunday.

HURLBUT’S RECORD. 
The Aurora Herald has contributed some more 
documents to the history of the cotton-permit 
corruptions of Steve Hurlbut, which we priut 


| elsewhere, and which complete the record of 


this Congressional candidate's services in behalf 
of his country while commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Gulf. It will be remembered that 
on the 12th uf April, 1865, Maj.-Gen. Smith and 
the Hon. James T. Brady, the Special Commission 
designated to investigate the charges made against 
Robinson and Hurlbut, reported to Gen. Cauby 
that they had proceeded so far in examining the 
conduct of Gen. Hurlbut as to be entirely satis- 
fied that their duty required them to recommend 
his being dealt with as guilty of hein- 
ous Offenses. These heinous offenses, ‘‘ which 
seem abundant to call for his arrest and im- 
prisoument.“ are set forth in nine detailed 
charges, involving official falsehood, bribery, 
perjury, grenting cotton-permits corruptly, and 
conspiracy to defeat the purposes of the Com- 
mission; and the Committee add. There may 
be other charges founded on new discoveries of 
moneys received by Maj.-Gen. Haribut, or evil 
practices at which he connived.” On the Ist of 
May, 1865, Gen. Canby reported to the War De- 
partment that he had directed the arrest of Gen. 
Uurlbut with the view to his trial upon the 
charges preferred against him by the Commis- 
sion, and that, in view of the gravity of these 
charges, and ihe effect of them upon the service 
in the Southwest, he recommended that 
the Court should be appointed by the 
Lighest authority aud composed of of- 
cers of the highest rank. This report 
was indorsed by Gen. Grant as follows: 
‘*The recommendation of Maj.-Geu. Canby in 
this case is approved.” The next document 
which appears in thia case is a report by Judge- 
Advocate-Gen. Holt to the War Department, 
dated July 8, 1865, setting forth that a com- 
munication had been received from Maj. 
De Witt Clinton, Judge Advocate, Department 
of the Galf, stating that it had been determined 
by the Government not to proceed with the 
prosecution of Gea. Hurlbut. The Judge 
Advocate General says in this report : 

It has been the opinion of the Bureau, in concur- 
rence with Smith (Major-General) that—supposing 
these crimes to have been committed as charged— 
the guilt of Rohinson was really of a less heinous 
character than that of his superior; end, in this view, 
aud in consideration ef the services rendered by him 
to Smith in his investigations, it is conceived tbat 


should Hurlbut no“ be brought to trial the prosecution 
of Robinson may well be discontinued, 


Gen. Hurlbut was never tried. It is now un- 
derstood that Gen. Rawlins interfered in his be- 
half, and satisfied the President that, as the War 
was about over and Huribut would be speedily 
mustered out, no public benefit could ensue 
from the trial, and scandal would be avoided 
which might have a bad effect in army circles and 
prejudice the position of thé army with the 
public at a time when its efficiency ought not to 
be impaired. Net having been tried, of course 
the original charges as they were presented by 
Maj.-Gen. Smith and the Hon. James T. Brady, 
and indorsed by Gen. Canby and Gen. Grant, 
still stand against him. ‘lhevy have never beeu 
answered, The most signiticam circumstance is 
that Hurldut should allow the prosecution 
or the case to be dropped, and the report 
of the Commission to stand against bim, 
unanswered or even unchallenged. An 
innocent man would not have allowed such odium 
to rest upon his reputation. He would have 
demanded the most searching investigation, aud 
would not bave rested until bis innocence was 
established. Iastead of this, he seems gladly 
to have accepted the action of the Government. 
He probably expected that the charges against 
him would never be disturbed in the obscarity of 
the arebives of the War Department.

DR. BACGN ON PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 

Dr. Leonard Bacon publishes, in the New York 
Independent of Oct. 8, a paper in which he se- 
verely criticises the manner in which Plymouth 
Church has treated the Beecher-Tilton scandal. 
He stil: declines to express any judgment upon 
the various statements that have been published, 
peferring to wait until a court and jury shall 
have investigated the whole case. He explains 
that the opinion he expressed concerning Mr. 
Moulton was that, if bis story be true, he has 


been guilty of a nefarious attempt to conceal the 


guilt of a man whose true character ought to 
have been exposed. He also admits that, if the 
Committee of Six are right in charging Moulton 


and Tilton with a conspiracy, those two men ought 


to be seat to the Penitentiary ; but he has had 
no occasion to say that they have so conspired 
against Mr. Beecher. He then reviews the his- 
tory of the scandal. It began, according to Til- 
ton, in June, 1870. at which date he immediately 
and forever ceased attendance on Mr. Beecher's 
ministry. If Tilton’a story be true, then, 
Dr. Bacon asserts, he hai good reason 
for withdrawal, and had he done so by quietly 
taking a dismierion from Plymouth Church, say- 
ing nothing about the reasons, the scandal 
would have been what is called a private offense, 
which, if repented of, might be forgiven by the 
offended brother. But the offense was gradually 
divulged. Tilton and his wife were reconciled, 
aud bad the strongest reasous for preserving 
the secret. Tilion’s withdrawal, however, was 
the beginning of a public scandal. It seemed an 
open apostasy; but, in addition to his with- 
drawal, his reason for it began to be known. 
Tilton admits that even before he told Beecher,

Shearman testifies that Tilton had 
informed the officers of the church of his with- 
drawal, and that the expedieucy of recognizing his 
withdrawal had been considered as long ago as 
October, 1871.

Yet the Stand- 
ing Committee took no notice of it. At last, in 
the spring of 1873, it was generally known that 
Tilton had accused Beecher of a serious offense, 
aod Mr. William F. West, after consuitation wilh 
several associate members of Plymouth Church, 
preferred charges agaist Tilton, ‘* for the pur- 
pose of purifying the church and putting an 
end to the scandal which troubled it.” These 
charges were made ia June, and accepted by the 
Examining Committee about the Ist of July, 
1873. The Clerk was instructed to forward a 
copy of the charges to Tilton, out the Clerk did 
not do so until October following. The reason 
given for this was, that the charges against 
Tilton were intended as an indirect attack on 
Mr. Beecher. Upon this, Dr. Bacon thus com- 
ments: 

Can anybody wonder that Mr. West was surprised 
and pained at the reluctance of the Committee to 
touch so great a scandal? Can anybody fail to won- 
der that the charges against the man who had told 80 
foul & story were represented by rumor as an indirect 
attack upon the pastor? Was the pastor's good 


name to be guarded by permitting Mr. Tilton to go on 
repeating his story without being called to account ? 


Dr. Bacon denounces the refusal to examine 
the charges against Tilton of defamation of the 
pastor, on the pretext that they were an indirect 
attack on Beecher, as more like an act of cowardice 
than hke Christian wisdom. The Standing Com- 
mittee knew what the story was which Tilton 
bad told againet the pastor. They knew that 
ali Brooklyn was full of it,—that the land was | 
full of it. Were they afraid,” Dr. Bacon 
aske, ot what the result might be to their 
pastor, if the author of the story were put upon 
proving it? ” 

After this review of the history of 
the scandal, Dr. Bacon concludes that the 
authorities of Plymouth Church, by their refusal 
to take notice of it, are responsible for the 
growth of that scandal to its present portentous 
magnitude. The task of vindicating Beecher 
would have been far easier had there been a plain, 
straightforward course of discipline upon the 
first publicity of the eecret.

The vote of 1868 was the largest in the aggre- 
gate, and the Opposition vote was then also the 
largest ever polled since the reconstruction of 
the State. In estimating the vote this year, the 
Columbia Union-Herald (Chamberlain organ) 
places the maximum colored vote at 35,000 and 
the maximum white vote at 70,000; and of these 
it believes 78,000 and 65,000 respectively will be 
polled. As between the two candidates for Gov- 
dorsers of the Civil-Riguts bill, many whites will 
refuse to vote for either, and many blacks will 
support Judge Green ia preference to Cham- 
berlin. The whites will, however, rally to the 
support of Congressional, Legislative, and 
County nominees, in districts which they may 
hope to carry, and will be favored to some ex- 
tent, in otherwise doubtful districts, by divis- 
ions among the biacks. However the vote 
for Governor may result, the white people 
of South Carolina hope to reform the Lepis- 
lature, and to elect Opposition Congressmen iy 
the Third and Fourth Districts. An Opposition 
gain of two Congressmen in South Carolina 
would be an event in the political history of the 
year, and, that it is not impossible, the tebu- 
larized figures above given will show. 

The Third District is that in which Columbia 
is situated, and the counties now composing it 
gave Seymour 5,000 majority in 1868. In this 
district the present Republican Congressman for 
the State-at-Large, now called by his late Repub- 
lican admirers Daddy Cain, is leading off a 
powerful diversion of the colored troops to still 
further make sure of Mr. Trescott’s election. 
Hoge, the Republican candidate, is an Ohio 
soldier-of-fortune, and is the present State 
Comptroller. Tie Third and Fourth Districts 
share between them the counties of the up- 
country. In the Fourth, Gen. Kershaw, who has 
been a favorite choice of the Conservatives for 
Governor, is to have the united support of the 
Opposition for Congress by agreement with 
Judge Green’s supporters. The election of both 
Trescott and Kershaw (Conservatives) is confi- 
dently predicted. 


MONTANA, LOUISIANA, AND ALABAMA. 

Virginia City and Helena are both anxious to 
be the Capital of Montana Territory. Hitherto, 
they have had the honor turn-and-turn-about. 
An obliging Legislature has several times sub- 
mitted the question to the popular vote, and the 
vote has generally been in favorof the city which 
did not happen, at that moment, to be the seat 
of the law-making power. A few weeks ago the 
final vote (for the time being) was taken. It 
was very close. The first report showed a small 
majority for one city. There is no doubt that 
this report was correct. We believe that neither 
city denies this. When the official returns were 
made, however, it wasjdiscovered that the vote 
of one county was exactly trausposed. Instead 
of 800 to 25 for one city, it was returned as 900 
to B forthe other. The letter of the law for- 
bade going behind the official figures. Yet they 
were man ifestiy wrong. The trausposi:ion of 
this county vote transposed the majority from 
one city tothe other. Iu this dilemma, Attorney- 
General Williams was appealed to. He va 
asked to use the powers of the General Govern- 
ment to authorizea recount. After due consid- 
eration, the Attorney-General replied that the 
Government posseased no power whatever in the 
case, and that nothing could be done. Mr. Will- 
iams’ failure in the Credit-Mobilier suit has 
not 1aspired anybody with a high degree of con- 
fidence in his legal acumen, but it is neverihe- 
less strange that be should have forgotten in 
this case precedents which,as he helped to 
create them himself, should have been fresh in 
his memory. We will mentiontwo. The Attor- 
ney-Generai, upon recalling them, will doubiless 
basten to change his Montana decision.

In Alabama, in 1872, a legal and illegal Legis- 
lature met. The first was Conservative. The 
second was Republican. The latter hastily or- 
dered the issue of 23,000,000 of bonds, which 
were as hastily put upon the market. Though 
they were all sold, the State has never re- 
ceived a cent for them. Attorney-Generai Will- 
iams interfered in this case, recounted the official 
returns, and made up a fusion Legislature, 
which has since ruled Alabama. He made the 
recount and patched up the compromise on one 
condition, This was that the validity of the 
$3,000,000 of bonds should not be disputed. The 
Montana case differs from that of Alabama in 
having no money in it, but the principie involved 
is the same. It is certainly strango that the Gen- 
eral Government can do that in a State which it 
cannot do iu a Territory. :

The amount was appropriated by the Fire Com- 
missiovers for an improved fire-escape and 
life-saving apparatus, or serial-ladder.” Mrs. 
Uda assigned to the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commonalty of New York the exclusive right to 
construct such a ladder. When the bill was pre- 
sented, Comptroller Green rofused to pay it, 
inasmuch as the money was appropriated for the 
purchase of a ladder, not of a patent right. In 


April the Board of Apportionment tried to 


mend matters by resolving that the ap- 
propriation be made applicable to the pur- 
chase of sa patent-right. Green still held 
out. The Corporation Counsel, Mayor, 
and others urged the payment of the sum; the 
County Auditor refused to audit it until Mrs. 
Uda's right to the patent had been established. 
The result was an investigation of the patent 
records, and a suit against the city for $26,074.39, 
which resulted in a sudden judgment against the 
city. The Corporation Counsel refusod to act in 
the matter, and the money was acoording!y paid 
It now appears that the Assistant Auditor had 
been told privately that it would be to his in- 
terest to get the sum paid, which may account 
in part for these extraordinary proceedings.

‘These parties had no authority for 
their act, and had no legal pretense for the same, 
Smith could have been arrested and held in eustody 
under the laws of this State fora reasonable time to 
apply to Your Exceliency tors requisition upon the 
Executive of this State for his arrest and delivery to 
the authorities of the State of Tennessee. I sincerely 
hope Your Excellency will see fit to exercise your pow- 
er for the release and returnof said Smith, and for 
the arrest and delivery of said Ward and Williams up- 
on my requisition to the authorities of thie State. I 
remain, very respectfully, J. i.

|The Plymouth Praycr-Meeting—Re- 
marks by Mr. Beecher ou Christian 

Activity. 

From the New York Tribune, Oct, 10. 

Plymouth Church was filled last night at the 
regular Friday nigut prayer-meeting. As early 
as 7 o'clock every seat in the ‘lecture-room was 
occupied, and it was announced from the plat- 
form that the church would be used for that oc- 
casion. Mr. Beecber told a Tribune reporter 
that this experiment would not be cried again, 
for it changed the social talk into a lecture, thus 
depriving the meeting of its origmal idea. Tho 
services were opened with the singing of the 
503d Hymn, after wluch George Bell made a 
short prayer. ‘This was followed by the 454th 
Hyon, a prayer by Mr. Hill, aud the 513th 
Hyman, after which Mr. Beecher spoke. 
other things he said: 

It is not often that a clergyman is obliged to say he 

is sorry that so Many people want to go to prayer- 
meeting ; and yet I «m both glad and sorry, although 
I think most of you in coming here are actuated by a 
true Christian spirit, These weekly meetings are usu- 
ally held in the lecture-room, but we cannot compress 
so great an audience into so small a space as that room 
affords, and thus the meeting loses many of its quali- 
ties. The subject I wish to speak upon to-night is 
Christian activity. There is in this world a great deal 
of going about and ay pearing to do good, in which the 
people who do it flourish about as the dandy does with 
his cane, Iam not sure but this Kind of religion does 
more harm than good, The true Christian should live 
unto Jesus. But you will say: How can I live to 
Him, when He 1e gone from this world? I cannot 
minister to Hun; I canot heip Him personally. How 
can I live unto Him?” You can only live as you 
think He would do were Ue still on this 
earth. Every part of a man’s Christian life has a 
function to perform, Those that are nearest to you 
have arightto expect that your whole life shall be 
open, sweet, and pure. By pursuing this course the 
Christian draws about him men who have souls to 
sive. People have said that the wicked dislike every- 
thing that bas the semblance of goodness sbout it. 
} say that the wicked love what is good, and pure, and 
great. The man that caunot look at what is noble and 
refined, must indeed bave sunk tothe lowest depth of 
depravity, Drunkards weep passionately between 
their orgies because they havo noi self-control enough 
to avoid them. Mave such men no sppreciation of the 
characteristics of which I have spoken? Too often 
siunere are repelled from Christians because their be- 
lief has made them unpleasant an‘ uusocial, Their 
light i« not as sweet ana glowing as it should be, Now 
the Christian belief demands that we throw a 
light of ilove about use. All the powers of 
the mind thet make your lives pleasant to 
others should be double when you become 
Christ’s. Now these Christians of whom 1 
peak think that to cing and smile and be happy in the 
fuliness of their love tur Chriet is undignified und un- 
titting ; bat that is not the truth. They compress aud 
repress the real emotions whicn they feel. Why should 
not these feelings be brought out and ean:t fied to 
Christian uses? They are the body-guard furnished 
by God to hedge around men’s consciences, Now, ibe 
conscience ia as necessary toa man’s spiritual life as 
his backbone and other bones are to his physical ute. 
They are necessary, but, taken alone, they torm gbast- 
ly and unsightly objects. To remove this effect, they 
are clothed with flesh and skin, and with these seddi- 
tions are made pleasing tothe eye; and 80 God bas 
given man the sense of the ludicrous, tastes, and 
thoughte, that he may use them in addition to the cov- 
science with which he is endowed. If wit can gild 
vice, why can it notelevate Christianity? Why capn- 
not u Christian bea sunny, beppy, magnetic man: 
end, by being this, make the sinmer say, I love to be 
in that man’s company. He is eo pleasant and so at- 
tractive.” 

There is given to many men the power to inculcate 
Christian ideas and principles, to teach successfally 
the Word of God. Now, in centuries gone by, when 
the Church was much emailer, the Master ssid to the 
members: Le are brethren, Ye have but one Head 
and one Master, and that is the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
But, as the Christian doctrine grew, there apveared a 
fecling which promoted the idea that the laity had uo 
right to teach their bretbren, and that they could not 
do it with safety, but that that was the daty of the or- 
dained minister only. Now, if any of you should feel 
that you bad a message from Heaven to be delivered 
to your brethren, and you should go out to deliver 
it, there are thousands who would refuse to hear you 
because you are not licensed to preach, Even if 
you were to conform to the regular rules of the 
Church, should follow the path laid out by the 
regular pastor, when you came to pronounce the ben- 
ediction there aro many who would sti revel bo- 
cause of the abs ce of the license, Now, I should 
like to know why a man who has the elements 
of a preacher in him must go and ask the permis- 
sion of any one before he can preach, Su

President Grant Visits the Indian 
Territory. 

Vrerra, I. T., Oct. 11. — The President of the 
United States, in company with ex-Secretary 
Borie, Gen. Harney, and others, arrived here 
this evening. Hundreds of the Cherokee Indians 
turned out to cee the Great Father.” Col. 
Boudinot was selected to address the President, 
which he did, as follows: 


Mr, PResipent: It ie with great pleasure that, in 
behalf of the people of this place, 1 weicome you and 
your diesunguished companions to the indian Lerri- 
tory. Never before has our Territory been honored 
by a visit from a President of the United States. In 
Indian parlance, you are called the Great Father,” 
but we of the Cherokee Nation, who have for more 
than a generation abandoned the manners and cus- 
tome of savage life, and adopted in their stead the 
principles of your civilization, delight to address you 
by that title, so simple, yet eo grand, by which you 
are 2 pown and —. throughout the civilized 
world. 

Mr. President, you bave crogsed the threshhold of 
the Indian Terrttory toa country larger in area than 
the six New England States, and unsurpassed im nat- 
ural weulth by any section of country of equal extent. 
In your journey to-day vou will pass 240 miles 
through pertions of the four principal civilized 
Indian wations,—the Cherokee, Creek, Choctaw, 
and Chichasaw,—numberihg, in 
gate, some 50,000 souls, of 
20,000 are negroes and wintes. Whatever differ- 
euce of opinion there may be among the Indians of 
this Territory respecting the question: ot public policy 
concer! ing them, [ asm sure that all unite in the con- 
v.etion that you, Mr. President, are the true and stead- 
fast friejid of the Indians, ana will exercise your great 
influenct on all suitable occasions to protect our inter- 
este, and encourage and eustain us in our efforts to 
secure all the rights and privileges to wirich our ad- 
vanced civilization entitles us.

PEDESTRIANISM. 

The New York Herald of Saturday has the 
following description of Weston's desperate 
struggle with bunions and impossibilities : 

As the writer enterod the Hippodrome last evening 
Weston was seated in a chair, in front of which was a 
slat-rack upon which his bare feet were stretched up- 
ward so as to bring them into convenient position to 
be manipulated by the half-dozen attendants, phy- 
siciaus, timers, and gold-laced lackeys gathered about, 
They were all intent upon a black blister upon the rec- 
ond too of his left foot. It had sat in judgment upon 
the contest between Weston and Time, and decided in 
favor of the latter. This little black patch of extrava- 
sated blood had set itself against the pluck, and resolu- 
tion, aud endurance of the gritticst man 
alive, and beaten him. The physicians 
andy attendants swabbed with lotions 
and swathed it in cotton; the judges shook 
their heads at it dubionusly; the anatomic:! 
lackey in crimson and gold gazed at it with the 
solemn official dignity and wooden placidity befitting 
this occasion, as it befite all others. In the seats above 
“scores of men and women sat with necks craned eager- 
ly forward, their whole attention absorbed in the con- 
templation of two swollen feet® and ten inflemed toe, 
The owner of these objects of interest lay back in his 
chvir rather ruefully, readi the time-siate. which 
marked as the total result of his effort 241 miles, and 
fron time to time gazing at his bunions, The geuveral 
appearance of the man suggests the presence of nerv- 
ous rather than physical force. His face is thin, his 
nose peaked, and his chin small and well-rounded. He 
bas a mouth full of energy and dogged determination, 
He is evidently a person who—if he had not bent his 
whole mind and the undivided force cf his character 
upon the production offbunions, and soft corna and 
‘blood-blisters on the alluvial bottoms of bis own feet— 
would have accomplished scme great thing in te 
world. 

To the men—and there are many of them — who fre- 
quent the Hippodrome during Weston's walk. the con- 
dition of the pedestrian’s feet becomes a matter of ab- 
sorbing importance; the general contour of his corns, 
the brilliancy of his blisters, and the te: ature of 
his toes, are subjects of the gravest discussion and the 
wildest speculations, Weston on bis slat stretcher isa 
monarch, He waves bis excoriations with a esture 
of command, and controls all about him by the sheer 
force of his inflammation. Heia tended and waiied 
on and eoodled and combed, bathed and rubbed down 
and swathed, with all the tenderness imaginable. 
Everybody seems te bend toward him in sympathy, 
except the grim, gilt-bespangled lackey, who evidenthy 
loaks upon him as one of the properties“ of Mr. 
Barnum's show, which is being tinkered up so that it 
wilt work again. 

Presently the process of tending his fee: is finishe’, 
Weston rises ; after one or two efforts the lines about 
his mouth deepen into an expression of intense pair. 
He cannot stand still, but staggers, and rolls, and 
tumbles againet the attendants who are pulling to 
pieces His stretcher and removing the debris of band- 
ages scattered about, Heis what is called grogyy.” 
Meantime an attendant is removing the great coat 
which has been thrown over his shoulders, A smail 
riding-whip is put in his hand, and, after a few mo- 
ments more of shuffling about with that curious inco- 
herence of motion, he eatches the eye of the time- 
keeper, throws the butt of his whip into the air, and 
starts off down the track amid a shout from the crowd. 

His walk isa strange, shambling, and shuffling gait 
that s sta a drunken camel walking on hot plates. 
His y seems to keep well in ‘advance of his feet, 
and drag them along by the force of superior weight, 
while they present the appearance of beiug fixed at in- 
flexible right angles to his legs. The spectator hardly 
recognizes at first that the pedestrian is walking fast, 
but he soon observes that the large man who accom- 
panies him is his best to keep 
up with his to a few hours 
before he of accomplishing 
his self-im Now he knows that it is quite 
impossible. He is hopelessly behind his average. Two 
hundred and fifty-fve miles in the two days left him 
are odds in favor of Time, his untiring antagonist, 
that he knows full well cannot be overcome. Still. af- 
ter a turn or two, he begins to warm again to his work, 
and goes at it with that dogged determination which 
seems natural to him. The band in the centre of the 
great oval strikes up a lively air, and he is soon bounc- 
ing along over the ground at a lively pace, looking 
quite fresh and jaunty in his black velvet small clothes, 
leather gaiters, and canvas helmet. Whenever the 
band stops he at once drops something of the rhythm 
of his stride and the rapidity of his gait, which shows 
how overtaxed his physical powers have been, and bow 
completely they are now dependent upon the force of 
his will, stimulated by external influences. After a 
time his legs begin to grew numb with exertion, and

AT HUMBOUDT, KS. 

Humpoupt, Ks., Oct. 12.—President Grant 
passed here at &45 p. m. The entire town 
turned out. He was received amid the flaring of 
torches and strains of music. Cheers loud and 
lopg rent the air. 

AT VINITIA, I. Tf. 

Vinitua, I. T. Oct. 12.—A party of capitalists 
numbering about fifty, escorted by Col. Tal- 
malige. Generel Superintendent of the Atlantic 
& Pacific Railroad, arrived at Vinitia at 3:30 
o'clock, and passed down the M., K. & T. R. R. 
to Choteau Station. This is the largest party, 
and represents the most money, that ever visited 
the Indian Territory at this place. They met 
the President's party, and cordial greetings were 
exchanged. They will go to Emporia, and over 
the A., T. & Santa Fo to Atchison and Kansas City, 
thence to St. Louis, and probably lea ve St. Louis 
on the 16th, and arrive in New York on the 10th. 

AT CADDO, D. T. 

Cappo, D. T., Oct. 12.—At Catido, Choctaw 
Nation, the Legisiature, Judges of the Courts, 
aud other officers of the Choctaw Government, 
together with a large number of citizens, met 
the President's party. Mr, McGee King, on the 
part of the Governor, made the welcoming 
speech to the President, thanking him and the 
great white race for the civilization and progress 
the Indian had made, and especially for the 
friendship the President had always shown to- 
wards the Indian people. The venerable Gov- 
ernor, Pythclin, acted as interpreter. The 
President, in reply, spoke asfollows: I have 
been very much gratified in passing through 
your country to note sO many en- 
dences of progress among your people. 
I am glad to see them engaged in 
the raising of stock, aud I think in a country so 
well adapted as this to that branch of industry, 
you cannot fail to become wealthy and prosper- 
ous. [have alvays endeavored to protect the 
Indian from wrong and injustice, and to give 
them every civil rigbt. In fature years, should 
[again have the pleasure~f passing through 
your country, I hope to see great fields of cotton 
aod other products that your soil and climate is 
so well adapted to produce. I have no doubt 
but that in time you will become among the 
most wealthy citizens of the United States. You 
have a soil and climate that juatities me in say- 
ing that to vou. I am much pleased to meet so 
many citizens of the Choctaw nation.” 

The following comprises the President's party: 
The President and Mra. Grant, Mrs. Sharp, Mr. 
and Mrs. Borie, Miss Borie, and Gen. Dabcock, 
At St. Lonis the party was joined by Gon. Har- 
vey. Mrs. John Dent, and Miss Shields. Gen. 
Sheridan met the party at Sedalia, and accom- 
panicd them to Denison. On his return to Caddo, 
he took his departure for Fort Sil. The entire 
party are the guests of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texis Railroad, and are escorted by Col. R. R. 
Stevens, General Manager of the Company. 
The; go by special trains of the various lives of 
railway to Fort Leavenworth, thence to Spring- 
field and Chicago. 

AT MUSKAGEE, CREEK NATION, 

fifty members of the Creek Council, the Presi- 
dent of the Senato, and the Speaker of tne House 
came from Okmulgee, the Capital of tho Na- 
tion, to greet the President. There wes a very 
large conceurse of citizens at the depot. A 
Joint Committee of the Senate and Houro was 
instructed to present a welcome to the President. 
Pleasant Porter delivered the following adress: 
Mr. President: The Creek Council, now in 
session, instruct me to express to you their ap- 
preciation of the great honor you have confer- 
red upon them in visiting the Indian Terri- 
tory. The Indian race look upon you as 
the friend of their people. They feel con- 
fident that von, while occupying the elavated 
station which you now occupy with so much 
honor to the whole country, will guard si.credly 
the rights of all, however weak and defaascless 
they may be. In benalf of the people, and with 
sentiments of high regard for you personally, 
we bid vou welcome to our country.“ The 
President spoke as follows: I shail ramember 
with pleasure my visit to the Indian Territory. I 
see on every side evidence of prosperity. In this 
latitude you must possess a climate well adapted 
to the growth of cotton and other profitable 
crovs, I have always tried to see you 
protected in every right guaranteed in 
your treaties, and While I hold my present 
position h shall endeavor to see that 
you are protected in the enjoyment of your per- 
sonal or civil richts. With industry a proper 
observance of the lawsof the country, and the 
rights of others, you cannot fail to become pros- 
perous and useful citizens.” Col. W. P. Rose 
and a number, of prominent Cherokees greeted 
the I resident with a warm greeting and a hearty 
welcome. At the different stations along the 
line of the roads hundreds of people crowded 
the depots to welcome the President. The re- 
ception of the President at’: Muskagoe is the 
last public demonstration to the Presidential 
party. It will long be remembered by the people 
of the Indian Territory, as he is the first Presi- 
dent that ever visited this country.

THE CONFLICT OF 
® UNITSD STATES AND STATE GOVERNMEDSTS. 


Wasarxoron, D. C., Oct. 12.—The telegram of 


Gov. Brown, of Ter messee, to the President, a 
few weeks ago, req iesting that the United States 
withdraw its actio! » concerning the trial of the 
Gibgon County out laws, in order that the State 
might deal with th m, having been referred to 
the Attorney-Gen ral, and by that officer re- 
ferred to the Un ted States Attorney for the 
Western District a f Tennessee, the latter, in re- 
sponse thereto, fa rwards a long report detailing 
mauy of the outri ges alleged to have been com- 
mitted. He allud es to the arrest of black men 
in that neighbor mood. the details of which 
have been he) :etofore published, making 
particular reference to the sixteen negro 
prisoners taken from jail recently and 
hanged, and as that, as soon as 
these facts wer.» properly brought to his 
attention, he cau ied warrants to be issued for 
the apprehension of such of the persons as he 
believed guilty, rom testimony in his posses- 
sion. Sixteen mein have already been indicted, 
and others will pt obably be as soon as the testt- 
mony can be ad luced. District-Attorney Mur- 
ray further says: 1 have great difficulty in 
securing proof a fainst parties engaged in this 
transaction, and n some instances witnesses do 
not obey the proc ess of court, and I am obliged 
to have write of sittachment issued in order to 
recure their attarsdance.” He further submits 
that the crime u us a violation: of the acts of 
Congress, and rasa crime that emphatically 
calls for action o:: the part of the United States. 
As to the prosecution of parties in the State 
Court, he says lu is reliably informed that the 
forty-one men st pposed to be guilty are there 
indicted, not for murder, but under sections of 
the State code ci ied in Gov. brown's telegram to 
the President. H c also says: There are various 
grounds of prejt dice which will readily suggest 
themselves to u existing in the local Court, 
which could not (ist in this (the United States) 
Court. and I ain well convinced that parties 
indicted here cai. have a full, fair, and impartial 
trial. 

Upon receiving this communication from the 
United States Attorney, Attorney-General 
Williams addressed the following letter to Gov. 
Brown : 

ATTORNEY-GEX ZRAL WILLIAMS TO GOV, BROWN, 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, ) 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 10, ff 
John C. Brown, Governor, Nashville: 

Sin: Referring to your dispatch to the President of 
the 18th ultimo, aa king him to order, in respect to the 
Gibson County outrage, that ne further arrests be 
made by the Marshal, end that parties already in 
custody be turned over to the proper local tribunals 
for trial, and the President's answer thereto, in which 
he stated that your telegram had been referred to the 
United States Disa rict Attorney for the Western Die 
trict of Tennesse: for information, and that when 
such report was received a more definite answer would 
be made to your r I have the honor to inclose 
herewith a copy of that report, detailing the circum- 
stances under which this action of the Federal au- 
thorities wae taken in that case. No reasonable doubts 
can exit as to the jurisdiction of the QGpurts of 
the United States upon the facts as stated 
by the District-Attorney, nor can there be any 
doubt that it 1s as rnuch the duty of the President to 
enforce the so-called Enforcement act as any other acts 
of Congress. To mlmit that the persons charged with 
antl arrested for criminal violation of the laws of the 
United States ought to be turned over for trial to the 
tribunals of the State in which the crimes are com- 
mitted, u ademand of the Executive thereof, be- 
cause persons may azlso be chargeable upon the 
same state of facts with violation of the State law, 
would be, as ſt seems to me, to surrender a power es- 
sential to the existence of the national authority, and 
introduce a practice that woald tend more to retard 
than to promote the administration of justice, 

Touching your statement that the parties may be 
punished under the laws of the State, ani therefore 
tha: criminal proceedings in the United States Court 
ougat to be discontinued, I beg to cite as sufficient 
comment thereon what Mr. Justice Green says in de- 
livering an opinion of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the case of More vs. The People of the 
State of Illinois (14 Howe, 20), as follows: 

** Every citizen of the United states is also a citizen of 
a State or Territory. He may be said to owe allegiance 
to two sovereigns, and may be liable to punishment for 
an infraction of the laws of either. The same act may 
be an offense against or transgression of the laws of 
both, Thus au aesanit upon a Marshal of the United 
States, and hindering him in the execntion cf a legal 
process, is a high offense against the United States, 
ior which he is liable to punishment, and the same 
zt may de also a gross hreach of the peace of the State, 
or riot, assault, or murder, and subject the same per- 
Gon tu punishment under State laws for misdemeanor 
or felony. That either or both may, if they see fit, 
punish meh an offender, cannot be doubted.” 

I know of no reason to euppose thet the parties ar- 
rested will not be fairly tri in the United States 
Courts, and, if innocent, acquitted; but, if found 
guilty, I am eure no one will object to their proper 
punishment because they were not convicted in a 
State court. While, if consistent with his oflicial 
duty, the President would be pleased to accede to 
your wishes, he does not feel at Hberty to interfere 
with the judicial proceedings referred to, and they 
will | herefore be allowed to proceed in the usual way 
to final determination inthe Courts of the United

THE ENFORCEMENT ACTS.

COMMENTS ON THE ACTION OF ATTY.-GEN. 
WILLIAMS. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Oct. 12.—The action of 
the Attorney-General in refusing the authorities 
of Tennessee the privilege of prosecuting the 
perpetrators of outrages in that State is re- 
ceived here with considerable indignation. It is 
commented on as indicating that it is the pur- 
pose of the Administration to make the impres- 
sion that the State Governments of che South 
are not able to preserve peace and order, and 
that to carry this out the Attorney General is 
determined. even in cases where those authori- 
ties demonstrate their abiitiy and strength, 
that they shall not be permitted to exercise their 
functions. The Attorney General has been 
charged, all this-fall, with a persistent effort to 
make 

CAPITAL FOR THE REPUBLICAN PARTY 
at the expense of the South by misrepresenting 
the condition of affairs in that section, and by 
such other means as may be in bis power. as in 
the case in question. The uniform testimony of 
impartial observers, Republicans and Democrats, 
who have gone to the scene of the alleged 
outrages for the purpose of arriving at the 
truth in regard to the disturbances, have been 
that they have been grossly exaggerated, and 
the conviction is inevitable that this has been 
done for the purpose of 
ASSISTING THE REPUBLICAN PARTY AT THE COMING 

ELECTION. 

With reference to the action of the Attorney- 
General, it may fairly be questioned whether he 
has not permitted his zeal to outrun his legal 
powers.

fifth Jndge, Ballard, deliberately questions the 
constitutionality of the enforcement act, using 
such emphatic language as the following: For 
all the disorders of the State the United States 
are in no wise responsible. They have no power 
to punish them.” 
BOGUS OUTRAGES. 
Mr. 8. L. White, correspondent of the New 
York Tribune, was recently South to investigate 
the alleged outrages in Alabama, as set forth by 
Congressman Havsin his letter to Geu. Joo 
Hiawley. ‘Chan Mr. White no more impartial ob- 
server conid be found. In a two-column letter 
to the 7ribune to-day, he gives the result of his 
investigation, which may be summed up in the 
following geutence from his closing paragraph : 
It will thus be seen tnat, except the assassina- 
tion of Bulings and Ivey, in Sumter County, 
every report in Mr. Hays’ letter that has been 
investigated, including more than three-fourths 
of all of them, has turned out to be untrue, aud 
in the majority of cases Mr. Hays knew his 
statements were lies when he wrote them.”

EMIGRANTS SWINDLED. 

Some sharp practice was performed on a party 
of emigrants Saturday night. Thirty-six Ger- 
mans ariived on the Pittsburg, Fart Wayne & 
Chicago Railroad, and were placed in 
three of Parmalee’s stages preparatory to 
conveyance to the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy depot, where a train was to take 
them on their route to Dakota. Two 
of the drivers landed their passengers as in- 
structed, but a third, Charles Sievers, met an 
expressman on the way, aud. alter conversing 
with him, informed the emigrants in the bus 
that the train would not start that night. and 
drove them to the Eagle House, a small 
hotel on Canal street. opposite the 
Fort Wayne depot. The expressmaa above 
mentioned procured two other expressmen and 
went to the Central depot and informed the 
other emigrants that their friends had learned 
tbat the train would pot leave that night, and 
had resolved to stay over at the Eagle 
House.

‘Lo show 
that the Attorney-General would probabiy not be 
sustained in his interpretation of the Enforce- 
ment act, | 
SEVERAL OPTNIONS | 
to ita purpose aud effect. from some of the 
blest jurists of the country, mav be cited: In 
the case of Bartemeyer vs. The State of lowa, 
ustice Field, of the United States Supreme 
Court, said, in delivering his opinion about a 
year ago: No one has ever pretended, that I 
am aware of, that the Fourtcenth Amendment 
interferes ia any respect with the police power 
of the State. Certainly no one who desires to 
give to that amendment its legitimate operation 
has ever assorted for it any such effect. It was 
not adapted for any such purpose.” Justice 
Cooley, of Michigan, in speaking of the 
amendment, recently said: Notwitlistand- 
ing this section, the protection of 
all citizens in their privileges aud immunities 
and ia their tight to an impartial adminisira- 
tion of the laws is just as much the business of 
the individwal States as it was before. The 
amendtigent of this Constitution does not con- 
centrate power in the General Government for 
anv purpose of police government within the 
Stist2s.” 

In the United States Supreme Court. Justice 
Miller, in delivering the opmionu in the cele 
trated New Orleans slauguter-house case, used 
the following language: Was it the purpose 
of the Fourteenth Amendment, by the 
simile declaration that no State should 
make or enforces any ans which shall 
abridge the privileges aad immubpities of cit- 
izens of the United States, to transfer the secu-
